to officially end the “Chief Caddo” trophy exchange and work to build a respectful relationship with the Caddo Nation 
April 19, 2021

WHEREAS, since 1961 the winner of the annual football game between Northwestern State University of Louisiana and 
Stephen F. Austin State University in Texas has received a carved, wooden trophy referred to as “Chief Caddo”; and 


WHEREAS, this statue was created without any consultation with the Caddo Nation or any Caddo people; and 


WHEREAS, the original intent of the statue and its exchange as a collegiate sports trophy may have been to honor the 
Native inhabitants of our respective cities of Natchitoches, Louisiana and Nacogdoches, Texas; and 


WHEREAS, it has been made clear by the Caddo Nation that it is not honored by this tradition and finds it deeply 
offensive; and 


WHEREAS, other American Indian tribal officials and citizens have expressed that the statue represents harmful 
stereotypes of Native people; and 


WHEREAS, the imagery of the statue nor the legend associated with its namesake are in any way part of authentic 
Caddo culture; and 


WHEREAS, Northwestern State University wishes to forge relationships and partnerships with the Caddo Nation and 
other Native nations that are built on respect of their culture, history, and heritage; 


THEREFORE, LET IT BE RESOLVED, that Northwestern State University shall officially end its role in the exchange of the 
“Chief Caddo” trophy with Stephen F. Austin State University as it is deeply offensive to the Caddo Nation and other 
Native people. 


THEREFORE, LET IT BE FURTHER RESOLVED, that the administration of Northwestern State University shall officially 
notify the Tribal Council of the Caddo Nation of the ending of the trophy exchange between the two institutions, and 
shall make efforts to reach out to the administration of Stephen F. Austin State University. 


THEREFORE, LET IT BE FURTHER RESOLVED, that Northwestern State University shall seek a conference with the Tribal 
Council of the Caddo Nation and other Native nations in order to forge a relationship built on respect, work to 
appropriately honor the original inhabitants of the Natchitoches area with their guidance should they wish to offer it, 
and strive to recruit more Native students to enroll in our institution and provide scholarship opportunities for these 
students. 


THEREFORE, LET IT BE FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Northwestern State University Student Government Association 
respectfully asks the Northwestern State University Faculty Senate to support these efforts in partnership with us and 
that the Faculty Senate President also sign this legislation once that support has been obtained.
